Death  Claims  Father  Paulinus, 
Community  Artist,  at  83 


CARTHAGENA,  O.-Death 
came  to  the  Rev.  Paulinus  Trost, 
C.PP.S.,  on  November  3,  at  St. 
Charles  Seminary. 

The  83-year-old  artist,  who 
taught  at  St.  Jospeh’s  College 
during  the  twilight  years  of  the 
past  century,  was  the  oldest  priest 
in  the  community  after  the  Rev. 
Otto  Missle’s  death  last  spring. 

Father  Paulinus  was  born  May 
12,  1856,  in  Baden,  Germany.  He 
was  ordained  in  1885. 

Hundreds  of  pictures  took  form 
beneath  Father  Paulinus’  brushes. 
Painting  and  the  repairing  of 
religious  statues  were  his  hobbies. 
One  day,  while  repairing  a  broken 
crucifix,  the  old  priest  said,  “I 
hope  that  when  I  die  the  Lord 
will  patch  up  my  soul  as  much 
as  I  have  patched  up  His  body.” 

While  a  young  man,  Father 
Paulinus  grew  a  beard  as  an  aid 
in  his  fight  against  throat  trouble. 
Through  the  years,  the  beard 
turned  from  coal  black  to  snow 
white.  Father  Paulinus  kept  it 
till  his  death.
